America, the one nation of the globe 
that is not likely to be drawn into the 
conflict, has yet a deep interest in the 
impending conflict. She may, in the 
interest of humanity, not wish to see 
the crisis precipitated; but she is the 
nation above all others that will profit 
by the complications and consequences 
of a world war. 

The Bulgarian question is the nomi- 
nal starting-poiut of the present im- 
broglio, and Russian action in th 
Balkan peninsula may be the spark 
which must fire the train. But the 
controversy, Who shall be King? is 
merely a pretext; Russia hankers now, 
as she has hankered ever since the days 
of the great Catherine, after the pos- 
session of Constantinople, and Con- 
stantinople Russia proposes to have, 
spite .of all oppositioh. Russia is a 
power which moves steadily onward 
toward her objective, halting sometimes 
on her way, but never drawing back. 
Her Tsar has, so far, hesitated to oc- 
cupy Bulgaria witn his legions. He 
feared that any direct menace against 
Constantinople might, as with his 
grandfather in 1854, give cause for the 
formation of a coalition hostile to his 
projects, and he felt that the opposition 
of allied Germany, Austria and Eng- 
land would be an obstacle almost in- 
surmountable to their realization. But 
that obstacle has disappeared. Russian 
diplomacy has won another victory; the 
Sultan has promised his benevolent 
neutrality, and Germany, in exchange 
for a carte-blanche in the direction of 
the Vosges, has given Alexander III 
carte-blanche in the direction of the 
Humus. Austria then stands alone in 
the face of the Northern Colossus, 
whose generals are not at all disheart- 
ened because there exists a possible 
eventuality of the codperation of the 
British fleet. In short, the occupation 
of Bulgaria and of Roumania is de- 
cided upon in principle. More than 
that, the concentration of the Russian 
troops between the Pruth and the 
Dneiper is an accomplished fact. The 
mass of the Russian army was at 


‘Kitchineff a month ago, as it was just 
previous to the campaign of 1877, and 
two ether army corps, one at Kominiec, 
the second a little to the south of War- 
saw, are prepared to attack the Car- 
pathians, Austria’s main bulwark on 
the east, which, if carried as it must 
be, will form the invader’s base of oper- 
ations in Gallicia. ;

The Deposed Priest Publishes a Vig- 
orous Defense. 

New York, Feb. 3.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The forthcoming issue of the 
Standard, Henry George’s newspaper, will 
contain the reply of Rev. Dr. McGlynn, the 
deposed priest of St. Stephen’s Church, to 
the public statement in the famous contro- 
versy made by Archbishop Corrigan a few 
days ago.

DUELS IN FRANCE. 


Why They Are Fought—A Cheap Way 
to Glory.

Dueling is used by most Frenchmen 
as an advertisement. It is a cheap 
road to glory. To fight a duel and see 
their names in print is the height of 
their ambition. Needy journals and 
needier journalists resort to it to im- 


rove their ition, for a duel always 
nterests the French public.

Special re- 
porters, who adopt high-sounding noms 
de plume, such as Spada, Jarnac, 
or Don Quichotte,“ are en to re- 
late the feats of these carpet knights. 
They wax eloquent over the thrusts 
rompts comme la foudre of M. de X—— 
and the irresistible d of M. de 
Z——. It must be added, however 
that while there are many fond o 
fencing and shooting for their own 
sake, there are also a ly number 
who have no liking at all for either foil 
or pistol, but who are compelled to fol- 
low the fashion. 4 
Of the duelists now living in Paris 
whose deeds have created the test 
sensation among the public Paul de 
Cassagnac and Henri Rochefort are 
conspicuous. Both have fought times 
out of number. Rochefort generally 
gets wounded, because he is too im- 
ulsive; but De Cassagnac, fiery as he 
8s in the tribune of the Chamber, is as 
cool as a cucumber on the field, and is 
rarely hurt. This was the case when 
they fought together. It was a 
markable encounter. 
Cassagnac’s account of it to a friend 
is worth giving: After a vain attempt 
to fight in Belgium, where the gen- 
darmerie kept on our heels, we found 
ourselves at last face to face outside 
Paris, near St. Denfs. It was the Ist 
of January, and the snow fell in large 
flakes. Rochefort fired and missed me. 
I fired in reply. Rochefort fell. I 
thought he was killed, for the bullet 
struck him just where I aimed—above 
the hip. The doctors, rushed forward 
and picked him u . But he was not 
dead; instead of being pierced through, 
he had received only a violent contu- 
sion. The bullet had deviated, but 
how? The doctors searched and at 


length found a medal of the Virgin, 


which some friendly hand had secretly 
sewn in the belt of his trousers and 
which had saved his life. 

Another noted duelist is the Comte 
de Dion, a swell boulevardier, who in- 
flicted the other day an ugly wound on 
a journalist who had written disre- 
spectfully of his approaching marriage 
to Mile. Marsy, an actress of the 
Francais. The Count formerly refused 
to try conclusions with anybody not of 
noble blood. Arelien Scholl, one of the 
remaining wits of Paris, nettled him in 
a chronique. Instead of sending his 
seconds to him, Dion went to Bignonis, 
where Scholl dines, and smashed a 
soda-water bottle on his head.
